“Po sey to wnsh ip , Fay ette co u nty .” 
“Well, wh at do y o u kno w abo u t 
ro ad bu ilding, if any th ing?” said th e 
banister, rath er abru p tly . 
Th en came th e su rp rise. Wh at did 
h e kno w abo u t ro ad bu ilding? A bet­ 
ter q u estio n wo u ld h av e been—and 
th e q u estio n no do u bt ro se in th eir 
minds at th e co nclu sio n o f th e ex am­ 
inatio n—“wh at is it th at y o u do n’t 
kno w abo u t ro ad bu ilding?”

AMERICAN MARKSMEN 


Are Taking Part in the Great German 


National Shcuetzenfest. 
Hamburg, Germany, July IO.—The 
American delegates to the great na­ 
tional shooting contest—schuetzenfest 
—have arrived here after a triumphal 
tour of the cities of Germany and 
will take part in the pat ade that will 
inaugurate the rifle matches and later 
compete in the matches for the kai­ 
ser's trophy and the other prizes. 
In addition to the 200 Americans of 
German descent, there are thousands 
of marksmen here from all parts of 
the empire. 
The coming contest will 
be the sixteenth annual affair of the 
sort held in various German cities. 
Rifle shooting is a recognized sport in 
Germany, being encouraged by the im­ 
perial government and by the govern­ 
ments of the various kingdoms, grand 
duchies, duchies, etc., which compose 
the empire. 
The invitation to German Americans 
to send representatives to the schuet­ 
zenfest was extended two years ago 
and met with a cordial response. The 
Americans chartered the steamer Main 
for the round trip, leaving New York 
May 27. 
None but members of the 
schuetzenbund and their families were 
permitted to sail on the steamer. At 
the head of the German American 
riflemen is Captain Henry von Minden 
of New York. 
He and his men de­ 
clare that they have hopes of bringing 
back to New York the kaiser’s trophy, 
which is valued at $20,000. If they do. 
a team of German riflemen will visit 
America next year and try to recap­ 
ture the trophy.
